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What Goes On? 

/CONGRESSMAN George Mahon, chairman of Ihe 
V-• United States Home military appropriations 
aub-conunittee, has strongly criticized high ranking 
American officers ftJr"falking too much. 

"Officials in Moscow, Peking and Havana," lie 
aaid Thursday, "must applaud our stupidity in 
announcing publicly facts which they would gladly 
spend huge sums of money endeavoring to obtain." 

Representative Mahon’s words will be of consid¬ 
erable interest to Canadians, particularly now that 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker has twice been charged 
by unnamed Washington officials with revealing 
secret information involving the United States. 

The prime minister has denied that he has 
committed any breach of security because the subjects 
upon which he touched are already public knowledge 
and have been widely discussed in detail by both 
American and Canadian magazines. 

. Mr. Diefenbaker's remarks are entirely sujipoiled 
by Mr. Mahon's accusalions. Obviously, if there is 
a security leak the blame lies solely with the high- 
ranking U S. officers mentioned by the congressman. 


At this very moment there Is being circulated 
through Canada a publication which describes in quite 
minute detail the defensive and offensive stlength 
of the United States. 

This publication entitled "The Defense of the 
Free World" is a reprint of a speech given by Mr. 
W. E. Williams, president of Proctor A Gamble 
Company of Canada, to the Canadian Club and the 
Board of Trade of Metropolitan Toronto. Though its 
main intent is to persuade Canadians to agree to the 
acceptance of nuclear weapons for their armed forces, 
it contains an incredible amount of Information 
regarding the military strength of the United States. 

The factg and figures mentioned in Mr. Williams' 
article were undoubtedly freely given him by high- 
ranking American NORAD and SAC officers when 
be and SI other members of the Metropolitan Toronto 
Board of Trade recently visited the United States’ 
operational defence headquarters at Colorado Springs. 

There can dertainly be no serious suggestion that 
Mr. Williams either dug the information out on his 
own or came across it through any accidental or 
underhanded means and then headed back to Toronto 
to reveal all in the true tradition of the international 
spy thriller. 

Clearly the story was given Mr. Williams in 
Colorado Springs and was meant to be retold by him 
and disseminated to the largest possible audience in 
Canada. r 

Nevertheless it will strike many an "old sweat**, 
that much of the detail contained In Mr. Williams* pub¬ 
lished speech could well have remained on the secret 
list in the interests of North American security. 

For instance. Mr. Williams' reveals among many 
other things, that NORAD consists of TT interceptor 
squadrons totalling more than 2.500 aircraft armed 
with air-to-air missiles, plus 1.000 units of Nike Ajax 
and Nike Hercules ground-to-air missiles, as well as 
some Bo marcs.

SAC (Strategic Air Command), on the other 
hand, has an operational strength of 280.000 people. 
Including 4.000 combat crews who fly 900 pure jet 
HIT bombers. 600 B52 heavy bombers and two wings 
of the new supersonic B58s, plus 1.000 tinkers to 
refuel them in flight.
